underground rock & roll. Started 
in an informal setting between 
infamous engineer and guitarist 
Steve Albini (ex-Just Ducky, Big 
Black, Rapeman) and drummer 
Todd Trainer (ex-Rifle Sport, Brick 
Layer Cake) in 1992, Shellac came 
into full formation after Albini 
invited bassist Bob Weston (ex- 
Sorry, Volcano Suns) to move to 
Chicago and employed him as an 
engineer at his studio. 

A clutch of singles soon appeared 
in 1993 and 1994 on Touch and Go 
and Drag City, somewhat following 
in the footsteps of Albini’s Big 
Black, if only due to his trebly, 


cutting guitar work and deadpan 
vocals. As with Big Black, Shellac 
provided a forum for Albini to air 
his thoughts on the uglier side of 
humanity, though lowering the 
perversity and upping the humor a 
notch. (An early claim was that 
all Shellac songs concerned either 
Canada, sometimes 
both in the same song.) The odd 


rhythms of Trainer and rumbling 


baseball or 


bass of Weston clearly removed 
Shellac from any of the members’ 
previous projects. 

Always featuring a raw sound, 
the band’s recordings rarely (if ever) 
employed overdubs. Economy and 


precision were always at the top of 
the priority list. The trio’s first LP, 
At Action Park, appeared in late 
1994, with Terraform following in 
1998 and rooo Hurts in 2000. 

During these years, they recorded 
a session for John Peel, gave away 
a recording made for a ballet to 
779 friends, and had a live show 
released in Japan by chum K.K. 
Null. Other singles and numerous 
compilation appearances featured 
the Shellac stamp, including a cover 
of AC/DC’s “Jailbreak” for a Skin 
Graft compilation. 

Though each of the members 
had regular jobs to tend to (Albini 
and Weston kept busy enough 
working with other bands), Shellac 
toured at a sporadic pace, usually 
they 
wanted to visit, and frequently 


in geographic locations 
played in unconventional confines 
such as riverboats. Between-song 
banter was more likely to consist 
of question-and-answer sessions 
with the crowd than proclamations

possible that a concertgoer could 
walk away from a Shellac show 
with anything ranging from an 
autographed baseball to visions of 
Weston in a bunny outfit.

Voted the WOW Hall’s 
“Favorite Male Performer” for two of 
the past four years, Webley is known 
around the planet for his passionate 
live performances and his infectious 
dark whimsy. Jason promises that this 
special Halloween show will be a night 
to remember. 

“T used to do these crazy shows every 
year in Seattle around Halloween with a 
big band, ridiculous props, puppets and 
stories. For me, those shows were the 
culmination of my year and were held 
together by some kind of mad poetry. 
Since 2011 is a special year for me, the 
idea is to try to take a show like that on 
the road.” 

Webley will be joined on stage by

Best know as the hyper-talented 
singer/songwriter and bass player 
for the rock band Floater, Robert 
Wynia made his debut here as a 
solo performer in July 2009. Now 
Rob is touring the western states 
in support of his first solo release, 
Iron by Water. 

With his solo debut, Wynia 
creates an atmosphere of open 
plains, shadowed woods and 
remote towns, and fills those 
hook-laden 
melodies of obsession, love and 


landscapes with 


hope for redemption. This 
collection of songs weaves a 
tapestry in rhythms and film- 
score style music, with enough 
pop sensibility to keep the listener 
wanting more. The fusion of alt- 
country, pop, blues and rock is 
hard to pigeonhole, but easy to 
lose yourself in from the first 
listen. 

“It is a testament to an 
artist’s abilities when he or she 
can continue to change, evolve, 
and subvert the formula that 
made them successful without 
alienating their fan-base,” writes 
William Kennedy in the Eugene 
Weekly, calling the album, “a 
collection of quiet intimate songs 
more along the lines of Floater’s 


acoustic experimentation than 
their arena-rocking tendencies.” 

Recruiting the talents of some 
of the Northwest’s best known 
and most talented musicians, 
the Iron by Water feels like a 
Tuesday Night Music Club that 
we would all love to sit in on. 
The deeply personal and heartfelt 
vocals move effortlessly from 
sparse guitar and voice songs like 
“Soapbox” to grand orchestral 
tidal waves of sound in songs like 
“Leaving”. Sounds of somber 
cellos, French horns, violins, 
grand church organs, jubilant 
roadhouse pianos, mournful 
harmonica and lap steel guitars 
join each other seamlessly and 
follow the thread of Wynia’s 
signature voice. The drums and 
electric guitar are oftentimes 
sitting back and simply providing 
a comfortable canvas for the voice 
and other gathered instruments to 
paint.

Michael Shapiro’s music burns 
the listener up with emotionally 
complex lyrics that convey 
real life experience, and his 
performance, which has the easy 
spontaneity of an impromptu jam 
session, ignites the audience. 

Michael was born in San Jose, 
raised in Las Vegas and now 
resides in San Rafael, CA. He 
picked up his first guitar at age 13 
and trained in guitar, vocals, piano 
and trumpet and attuned his ear 
to classical opera as well as rock. 
A chance encounter with a family 
friend struck the right cord and 
paved Shapiro’s way into music. 
At age 16, he had the opportunity 
to jam with Bruce Springsteen. 
The rocker’s energetic marathon 
performances spurred Shapiro to 
develop a raucous stage presence. 
After stints in various cover 
bands, Shapiro formed the band 
Trip, released a few CD’s and 
toured. Being part of the VHI 
Rock Across America Tour, 
Trip opened for such artists as 
Edwin McCain, Duncan Sheik, 
The Romantics and Cheap Trick. 
It was during an ill-fated gig 
opening for Great White that a 
tragic fire struck; that moved 
Shapiro to deeply reflect on life’s 
vagaries and whims. 

He bounced back, releasing 
his first solo album, Somehow, 
Someway, and toured nationally 
opening for the band Live. The 
music is seductive with honest 
and soulful lyrics that rise from 
the gut and forcefully connect. 
Shapiro keeps it real. 

“I write about my own 
insecurities,” he confesses. “It’s 
important that people take me 
for what I am.” 

What he uniquely is becomes 
evident from the first listen: a 
songwriting talent who seamlessly 
embellishes his melodies and 
guitar rifts with the essence of a 
life lived and struggles overcome. 
The message is positive. It’s one 
of triumph over adversity. You 
can’t keep a good man down.

The band celebrated their 
2oth anniversary in 2009, with the 
honor of an induction into the 
Oregon Music Hall of Fame. 
When I began working at 
the WOW Hall over 20 years 
ago, the Cherry Poppin’ Daddies 
established as 
Eugene’s most popular and most 


were already 


controversial musical act. My 
WOW Hall Notes archives shows 
then playing a Benefit for KRVM 
here on Feb. 2, 1990, under the 
pseudonym Bad Daddies. That 
year the band played the WOW 
Hall in February, April, June, 
August and October. They 
continued to play the WOW Hall 
approximately every other month 
for years. Most, if not all, of the 
shows were sellouts, providing the 
bulk of the CCPA’s show income 
during that time period. 

The way I 
heard it, a group of concerned local

citizens had complained to the 
WOW Hall booking manager that 
the group’s name was inappropriate 
for an all ages venue and just plain 
inappropriate. They wanted the 
Cherry Poppin’ Daddies banned 
from the WOW Hall. 
was at least temporarily resolved 


The issue 


with a compromise -- the group 
would continue to play the WOW 
Hall but not use the offending 
portion of their nom de plume. 
Subsequently, they were billed 
as Bad Daddies, Censor-Shippin’ 
Daddies, Country Fair Daddies 
(when they played the OCF) and, 
possibly most outrageously, a pre- 
Christmas show (at another venue) 
as the Merry Poppin’ Daddies. 
After a while all of the adjectives 
were dropped and they performed 
here as The Daddies. 

In March of 1991 the front 
page of the WOW Hall Notes 
“Bad Daddies 
Record Release Party” for their 


announced the 


first album, Ferociously Stoned. 


The record, recorded locally at 
Gung-Ho Studios, was “available 
initially on record or cassette tape 
with compact discs available in 
late March.” The songs included 
“Drunk Daddy”, “Teenage 
Brainsurgeon” and the anthem 
“Shake Your Lovemaker”. 

The Daddies were already 
regionally famous for their unique 
brand of high-energy music that 
veered from rock to funk to jazz to 
swing. The three-piece horn line 
gave the group more flexibility 
than other rock bands. Versatility 
continued on the following two 
independent releases, 1994’s Rapid 
City Muscle Car and 1995’s Kids 
on the Street. 

Attending a Daddies show in 
those days was not for the faint 
of heart. The crowds were large, 
loud and sweaty. Moshing, stage- 
diving and crowd-surfing were 
popular. 
impossible. 


Swing dancing was 

Notes writer Tina 
Zornes described dancing at a 
Daddies show as, “the closest 
thing Pll ever experience to group 
sex.” 

In June, 1997, The Daddies 
played the WOW Hall in support 
of their new CD, Zoot Suit Riot, 
the fourth release from their own 
Space Age Bachelor Pad Records. 
Previous albums had songs in 
several styles, but Zoot Suit 
concentrated on one style -- swing 
music. The disc compiled swing 
tunes off the first three albums 
and added a few more, including 
the title track. 
the recording was reissued by 
Universal subsidiary Mojo Records 
and the title tune was released as a 
single and video. 

“Now the rest of the world is 
about to discover what Oregon 
already knows--The Daddies 
Rule!!!,” I wrote back in Feb. 
‘98 as the band embarked on a 
national tour. With swing music 


That summer 


undergoing a revival, “one almost 
forgets that The Daddies were 
swinging back when grunge ruled 
the land and no one gave a damn 
for a trumpet-playing band.” 
“Zoot Suit Riot” turned into 
a Top 4o single and the album 
went double platinum. Soon 
frontman Steve Perry, who once 


performed nearly naked except 
for dreadlocks, was dressed up for 
The Tonight Show with Jay Leno, 
explaining what it was like to be 
a swinger. But The Daddies never 
wanted to become a one trick 
pony; the followup album, Soul 
Caddy, returned to eclecticism. 
After keeping a slightly lower 
profile for several years, with 
only occasional concerts and no 
new releases, the Daddies have 
reemerged with two recent albums 
-- Susquehanna and Skaboy JFK -- 
The Skankin’ Hits of the Cherry 
Poppin’ Daddies. 
contains the group’s new songs 
while Skaboy collected the band’s 
ska tunes in the same way as Zoot 


Susquehanna 


Suit did with the swing numbers. 
Fans of the Cherry Poppin’ 
Daddies now span generations 
-- those who learned as teenagers 
how to shake their lovemakers 
from Steve Perry & Co. are now 
bringing their progeny to concerts. 
And now there’s room to dance. 
Band members are: Steve Perry 
— singer/songwriter, rhythm guitar 
(formation — present); Dan Schmid 
— bass guitar (formation — 1996, 
1998 — present); Dana Heitman 
— trumpet (formation — present);

On Monday, October 24, Square Peg Concerts welcomes Red Jumpsuit Apparatus 
along with special guests Egypt Central and Burn Halo. 

The Red Jumpsuit Apparatus is touring in support of Am I the Enemy, their third 
full-length recording. Released on August 30, 2011, the album marks a return to the 
aggressive post-hardcore sound of their debut album as opposed to the polished hard 
rock featured on Lonely Road. The lead single, “Reap”, was released to radio stations 
in March and later released on iTunes. Two other tracks from the album, “Salvation” 
and “Fall from Grace”, were released on YouTube in May. 

An alternative rock/post-hardcore band with touches of screamo, pop-punk and 
metal, The Red Jumpsuit Apparatus was originally formed in 2003 in Middleburg, 
Florida. The band developed a stronghold on the local music scene, selling out venues 
throughout the area. They were offered contracts from a number a labels, major and 
indie alike, ultimately signing with Virgin Records in 2005. 

The debut full-length, Don’t You Fake It, was released in 2006, and most of that 
summer was spent on the road, including the Warped Tour. The band also landed on 
MTV’s Discover and Download, and their song “In Fate’s Hands” was on the Madden 
2007 Soundtrack. The single “Face Down” was used as the theme for the finals in the 
2006 WWE Diva Search and was featured in the movie Georgia Rule. The album was 
certified gold on November 27, 2006. 

In February 2007, The Red Jumpsuit Apparatus headlined the US Take Action Tour 
organized for the prevention of youth suicide, along with bands such as My Chemical 
Romance and Rise Against. 

Their second studio album, Lonely Road, was released in 2008, debuting in the 
fourteenth spot in The Billboard 200. In support of this album the band toured with 
Shinedown, Framing Hanley, Tickle Me Pink, and more. In 2009 the band released an 
EP titled Shock Session featuring acoustic versions of “Pen & Paper”, “You Better Pray”, 
and “Face Down”. 

In February 2010, the band parted ways with Virgin Records. They decided to 
release music independently. According to lead singer Ronnie Winter, “At this point we 
want to stay completely roo% independent for as long as possible.” 

On July 11, 2011, lead singer Ronnie Winter announced that guitarists Duke Kitchens 
and Matt Carter had left the band “to focus on their personal lives”, with longtime Red 
Jumpsuit Apparatus fan Josh Burke filling in as a touring guitarist for “the next couple 
of months.” This was followed by a YouTube video on July 17 welcoming Josh Burke 
as the official lead guitarist of the band. Ronnie’s brother, Randy Winter, was later 
added as the second guitarist filling-in for Duke Kitchens.
